Claim 13 is depended on claim 1, which recites that a pigment paste has a component B with an amount in the range of 0.45- 
0.75%. Claim 1 3 recites that the pigment paste of claim 1 is mixed with at least a binder and the component B amount is in the 
range of 0.05-2%. This is impossible, since the component B concentration should be decreased. 
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
